OATMEAL. 

Oatmeal was once described as the 

food of Scotch men and English 


horses, To which the reply was made: 
“And cwhere else are seen*such men 
or such horses?” The catmeal regard- 
ing which the remark was made was 
not the oatmeal of to-day. From be 
ing one of the coarsest of human foods 
the oat has now, by reascr of improved 
methods of preparation, become one of 
the most dainty, and still without los- 
ing those substantial properties for 
which it was always famous. Con- 
sequently the consumption of oatmeal 
has largely increased of recent years 
and is increasing more and more.rapid- 
ly every yearasthe advantages of thenew 
methods of preparation become mcre 
widely known. The oatmeal milling 
industry is therefore an important aud 
growing one throughout Canads. The 
ost is essentially a northern grain, and 
flourishes best in the most northerly 
latitudes, It is only natural that the 
Edmonton district, being at present the 
most northerly farming district in 
Canada, should preduce the largest 
crops and the best oats, or that it 
should be chosen as the site of an oat- 
meai milling enterprise. Brackman & 
Ker, of the national vatmeal mills of 
Victoria and New Westminster, were 
the first to recoguize the supericrity of 
Edmonton oats and the advantages 
possessed by this locality as a base of 
supply. After several experimental 
importations to their New Westminster 
mills from Edmonton they decided to 
establish a mill here, which they did. 


The mill, a splendid brick structure, 
was erected in South Edmonton during 
the season of 1895, under the superin- 
tendence of the Edmonton manager, 
T. W. Lines. No expense was spared 
in the erection-of the mill or in fitting 
it with the latest and most improved 
machinery, so as to ensure that the 
best cats on the continent should be 
made into. the best outmeal on the con- 
tinent. At the start there were many 
diffculties to contend with. The first 
crop harvested after the completion of 
the mill was not up tothe usual stand- 
ard of quality ; the kinds of oats most 
suitable for milling purposes were not 
largely grown in the district; there was 
difficulty in getting the new machinery 
to work satisfactorily throughout ; and 
worst of all was the almost impossibil- 
ity of inducing the consumers cf the 
west to believe that, an Al article 
could be produced in Edmonton; 
which with or without reason stood for 
Mmauy years in the west much as 
Nazareth did in Palestine. Noone ex- 
pected any good thing to come from 
Edmonton. Another year rolled around. 
The crop was better, more milling 
oats were grown, and the reputation of 
the meal was becoming established. 
This season the mill uses 500 bushels 
oi vats every twelve hours and orders 
come in faster thar they can be filled. 
Alberta and Kootenay are the fields 
supplied by the Edmonton mills, and 
in those fields they have distanced all 
competitors. 

The difference between the rolled oats of 
to-day and the oatmeal of a few years ago 
is not secured without an application of 
energy, inventive genius and capital that 


would stagger the oatmeal millers of the 
older days.
